BROWN COUNTY FARMERS PAN 


OUT DUST MANY YEARS. 


No Lode Is Found, But With Blanket 


They Catch Flour Gold on Top 


of Sluice Boxes. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 8.—Thirty- 


miles fiom Indianapolis as the crow 
flies is a county as unknown to the 
zest of the state, almost, as Thibet 
is to the civilized world. 
Jagged 


and lough with hills, whose poor soil 
offers a scanty subsistence to its 
stiuggling handful of people, Brown 
county has never heaid the shriek of 
a locomotive whistle. 
Though for 


more than fifty years gold has been 
found there, the county never has 
known a mining camp of more than 
thtee tents. 


Last week the state was startled

by the announcement that the Indi- 
anapolis anil Southern railroad is to 
build a line thiough the heart of this 
isolated region. 
The officials speak 


in no sanguine terms of what they 
expect to haul out of old Brown 
county, though they rcfei hopefully 
to the haid-wood lumber on the 
rocky hills. 


But it is «old that has given Brown 


county its greatest claim to piomi- 
iicncc. afide trom its i-emotene&s and 
the piunitive quaintness of its in- 
habitants. 
Professoi John Collett, 


a leainod Indiana geologist who died 
recently, once said there was enough 
gold in this county to pay the en- 
tiie national debt, then gilmly added 
that eveiy dollar's woith of gold 
taken out of the county would re- 
quit o thf expenditure of another dol- 
lar. 
And this is what hundreds of 


men who have ventured to pan the 
c-eeks of Brown county in the last 
centuiy have found out, yet each 
summei finds the gold-seekers at 
woik on the black sandbars. 
SOURCE OF A GOLD MYSTERY. 
This summer the activity was re- 


newed with greater zest than ever, 
and prospectors are drifting up into 
Morgan county, where the finds are 
better and the signs more favora- 
ble. 
It is not uncommon to hear of 


men making $5 a day pinning-. 
Nothing more progressive in mining 
machine! y than the 
old-fashioned j 


rocker and lough sluice-box has ever 
been 
utilized. 
While every lain 


btings down gold from the hillsides, 
no one his been able to find quartz. 
It is all fine flour gold of twenty- 
two carats, and equal in quality and 
color to the best »old of the west 
African coast. 
No borings 
have 


been made, and the source of the gold 
is a mystery even to those geolo- 
gists who maintain it came down 
from the north with the glacial drift. 
The uniformity of its appearance, 
notwithstanding the scantiness of 
quantity, leads to the general im- 
pression that natiue placed the gold 
in solution, as it were, in these high, 
broad hills 


MINES IN FARM BARNYARDS. 
In the spiing, summer, and au- 


tumn, when attention can be diveit- 
ed 
from 
the 
miserable 
garden 


patches,, the iarmeis take a turn at 
the pans, and make profits ranging 
from 75 cents to $3 a day, every 
man having- a gold mine in his barn- 
yard. The scarcity of flowing watei 
opeiates against larger profits. 


Near Centerton, Morgan county, 


a few miles over the Brown county 
line, many phials of the flour gold 
have been secured this month. Most 
of the gold is sent to Indianapolis, 
wheie it is handled by one jeweler, 
Edwaid G. Gaidner, who has great 
faith in the ultimate gold output of 
Brown and Morgan coxmties. Many 
articles of jeweh y worn in this city 
ire r.iade ot the Hoosier state gold, 
and Brown county gold has been a 
favonte in HIP emblem rings worn 
by local Scottish Rite Masons. 


The state board of tax 
commis- 


sionets last week assessed the county 
it an avpi.igp of $6.26 an acic foi 
land nnd improvements, the whole 
value of the county being fixed at 
$1,789,000. 
Yet when a strangei 


appeals along one of these gold bear- 
ing cieeks and psks a farmer to put 
n pi ire on his land, the value imme- 
diately jump? to $50 or more an aero, 
onlv to take a tumble when the 
stranger leaves. 
Seldom is a farm 


sold. 


The sluice boxes used by the farm- 


ers are about flve feet long. 
The 


black sand, with plenty of water, is 
poured into one end of the boxes and 
the particles of gold sink to resting 
places 
between the 
intercepting 


boards. 


FLOUR GOLD IN BLANKETS. 
Much of the gold is so fine it floats 


on the suiface of the waters, and the 
miners use a simple method to catch 
it. A blanket is laid over the open 
top of the box, and is allowed to rest 
on the water flowing through. 
The 


minute g-tains of gold catch on the 
rough blanket, and are thus arrested. 
The blanket is taken to the farm- 
house and placed in a warm room. 
It soon dries out, and ia then beaten 
over paper spread on the floor. 


Jeweler Garner has a scheme by 


which he figures twenty times as 
much gold can be taken out of the 
creeks in a day as by the small 
sluice boxes. 
He proposes to con- 


struct a great trough, 150 feet long, 
after the pattern of the crude sluics 


boxes, and by the use of a force pump 
send the black sand and the water 
of the creeks into the trough by the 
barrelful. 
He estimates that with <• 


capital of $1,000 for first expenses a 
gold-garnering plant can be estab- 
lished on Gold Creek, in Morgan 
county, at a large profit. 


HERMIT OF THE HILLS. 


In the Brown county recesses ar> 


quer characters. One of them, Henry 
Blivens, an argonaut of '49, has ac- 
quired an air of mystery by his re- 
ticence and his lonely life in a cabin 
up in the hills. That he washes for 
gold every one knows, though no 
one has definite information as to 
what Blivens has made. Reports are 
common that he has discovered the 
lode and is taking out gold secretly 
in small quantities and spiriting it 
away to some city. 
A mysterious 


trip he made to Chicago set the farm- 
ers to speculating, and when Blivens 
admitted that he sold $100 worth of 
the flakes belief in his hidden wealth 
was strengthened. Once he was seen 
to carry a quantity of gold to a bank 
in a neighboring county. He attends 
the Mount Olive church in the Salt 
Creek neighborhood every Sunday 
morning, and when the services are 
over rapidly stiides away to his fast- 
ness in the hills, where none has 
dared to disturb him. 


It is said Blivens has found several 


nuggets, a thing now rare in Brown 
county, although some as high as 
$35 in value have bsen found it- 
years past. The first kind of nug- 
gets was on Bean Blossom Creek, 
which for years gave its name to 
Brown county gold. Tradition has it, 
and there is little else of history in 
Brown county, that large finds were 
made by the natives before the war. 


Another quaint gold-seeker is "Old 


Man" Merrimnn. His farm consists 
of 1,000 acres of barren land. Most 
ot his time he spnids along Golc? 
Cieek, industiiously washing out tin 
black sand. 
On his tiips he cariies 


a bag of brown sugar, and his few 
acquaintances say he subsists on su- 
gar alone when he is searching foi 
the yellow metal. He is content to 
lie down at night at the side of a log 
and sleep until the sun calls him to 
the creek again. Four times a year 
he comes to Indianapolis with a bot- 
tle of flour gold, sells it, and returns 
to his monotonous existence on Gold 
Creek. 


ROYALTY ON ROCKERS. 


A few years ago an old California 


prospector thought he could solve the 
problem in B-own county, and sur- 
prised the people there by construct- 
ing a rocker. Then the farmeis foi 
miles around began building rockers. 
The old prospector bided his time 
and then went around demanding a 
royalty of $17 on each rocker, claim- 
ing he was the inventor and pat- 
entee. At last he had found a Gol- 
conda. A year later some chap fiom 
the city strolled in and told the peo- 
ple there was no more patent on a 
rockei than on a plain broom handle. 
Next day the ex-argonaut left Brown 
county for good. 


DRAWING THE NET. 


Plymouth, Ind., Sept, 8.— Evidence 


is accumulating tending to fix the re- 
sponsibility for the attempted mai- 
der of the Rev. M. L. Peters, of La- 
pez, nnd family, near here, last Sat- 
uulay night, by the use of dynamite. 
That the muidei of Peters was con- 
templated is shown by the fact that 
the heavy ehaige was placed within 
three feet of his study chair, which 
he would have been occupying ha'l 
he been at home at the time the ex- 
plosion occurred. The prosecution of 
the Ruilty parties uill be pushed, as 
the people of the entiie county are 
much exasperated 
because of the 


dastardly deed. Mr. Peteis is not a 
prohibitionist; indeed he is exception- 
ally liberal-minded foi a minister on 
the question of intoxicants.

LETTERS OF DREYFUS. 


Among the letters of Dreyfus read 


by M. Demange was one in which, 
after asserting his innocence and de- 
claring he always served the tri-color 
with devotion and honor, the prisoner 
complained that he was treated on 
Devil's Island like an ordinary con- 
vict. It concludes with the words: 


"I wish to live." 
"That is a soldier's soul," 
ex- 


claimed M.'Demange, "and it is that 
man you call a traitor. That is the 
man who in your presence restrains 
his sobs and his emotions. 


"Ah, gentlemen, I would rather de- 


fend guilty men who are clever1 dis- 
semblers than an innocent man who 
is too sincere.'' 


Other letters of the prisoner were 


read, all breathing the same desire 
to live to see his 
honor restored, 


though the writer was broken down 
in health and spirit. 


APPEALED TO BOISDEFFRE. 
One letter, written in 1897, appeals 


to General De Boisdeffre to lend his 
generous aid in securing for 
the 


writer his restoration to the liberty 
of which he had been robbed. 


Writing to his brother, the pris- 


oner said: 


"While one or more scoundrels are 


walking free, it would be a happy 
release for me to die, but it would be 
a disgrace to Lucille and my 
dren."

In this letter the writer urged his 


brother to find the culprits, while 
carefully protecting the interests of 
the country. 


"Is not that the cry of an innocent 


man?" asked M. Demange, adding: 
"Yet, though General De Boisdeffre 
received the letter, he did not for- 
ward it to Mathieu Dreyfus." 


PRODUCED NO PROOFS. 


"Five ministers of war," said M. 


Demange, 
"pronounced 
Dreyfus 


guilty, while admitting it' was im- 
possible to produce proofs. General 
De Boisdeffre, General Gonse 
and 


General Roget also affirmed their be- 
lief in his guilt. But, happily, they 
stated reasons, and, instead of proofs, 
only accumulated presumptions." 


After pointing out that the gener- 


als only studied the case at the very 
moment when public aberration had 
reduced the whole question to a con- 
flict between Dreyfus and the army, 
thus making it impossible that the 
generals should not be prejudiced, 
and probabilities and presumptions 
seemed to them to be proofs, M. 
Demange said: 
"I must acknowl- 


edge, however, the honesty 
and 


honorable conduct of the generals, 
who could not have acted otherwise 
than they have done." 


TRIBUTE TO THE GENERALS. 
Counsel then paid an eloquent 


tribute to the "honesty of purpose" 
manifested by the generals. 


Dealing next with the confessions, 


counsel read the report of Captain 
Lebrun-Renault, of the 
republican 


guard, who had the prisoner in cus- 
tody previous to his 
degradation, 


and maintained that the exact words 
of Dreyfus, which were now known, 
only reflected ideas Colonel Du Paty 
de Clam had previously expressed to 
the prisoner, adding that although 
Du Paty de Clam maintained the con- 
trary, it was certain imagination had 
played a much greater part than rea- 
son in the acts of Du Paty de Clam. 
It was also significant that the re- 
port drawn up by Du Paty de Clam 
on the day following his interview 
with Dreyfus had disappeared. 
Du 


Paty de Clam, counsel pointed out, 
had evidently forgotten his remarks 
to Dreyfus, as he had forgotten other 
facts. 


GONSE'S ATTITUDE. 


M. Demange said he was surprised 


at the attitude of General Gonse to- 
wards the alleged confessions 
and 


marveled at the fact that Captain 
Lebrun-Renault, who was sent to the 
Elysee palace expressly to repeat the 
confessions, did not mention them. 
It was likewise 
inexplicable that 


General Saussicur and General Mer- 
cier took no steps to verify the so- 
called confessions, which were lost 
sight of until M. Cavaignac sprung 
them upon the chamber of deputies 
as proof of the guilt of Dreyfus. The 
court of cassation had justly decided 
that they were not confessions. 


THE SECRET DOSSIER. 


Proceeding to discuss the 
secret 


dossier, M. Demange examined th< 
documents one after the other. HI 
said that all interpretations of the 
document 
commencing 
"doubt 


proof" were hypothetical, but they 
applied much more easily to Ester 
hazy than to Dreyfus.

There was nothing to indicate tha 


Dreyfus was concerned

than anyone else. The leakage as 
cribed to Dreyfus could only refer t 
the plans of fortresses and this leak 
age continued until 1807.

end bureau. 
No credence could be 


attached to some of the documents, 
while others did not apply at all to 
the prisoner. 


The sixth document was a letter 


written by Count Von Munster- 
Ledenburg, the German ambasador to 
France from 
Germany, to Colonel 


Schwartzkoppen, the military attache 
of Germany at Paris, containing the 
words "As regards Dreyfus, we are 
easy." M. Demange pointed out that 
the Dreyfus case was the universal 
topic of Germany at the time, and, 
at first, the German officials might 
have been uneasy, but had evidently 
reassured themselves. Counsel was 
indignant that because Count Von 
Munster-Ledenburg had not express- 
ly declared Dreyfus was innocent, the 
prosecution had deducted from his 
words* an avowal of the guilt of Drey- 
fus. 


LETTER BY PANIZZARDI. 


In regard to the letters of Novem- 


ber 2 and November 11, sent by Ma- 
jor Panizzardi to his chief, it had 
been alleged that they proved Drey- 
fus 
had 
lelations with 
Colonel 


Schwartzkoppen, whereas, in reality, 
Major Panizzardi merely denied that 
Dreyfus had any relations with Italy. 
It wns impossible to doubt the au- 
thenticity of of these facts. It was 
inci edible that Colonpl Schwartz- 
koppen and Major Panizzardi de- 
ceived their goveinments. The omis- 
sion of Esterhazy's name from these 
letters was intentional. 


Concluding his examinations of the 


secret dossier, M. Demange temarked 
that he felt compelled to refer to 
these documents emanating fiom 
foreigners, as General Mercier relied 
upon them to support the guilt of 
Dreyfus. The statements of the mil- 
itary attaches that they had no rela- 
tions with Drevfus had been con- 
firmed by the statement of the min- 
ister in the reichstag, who could not 
have been deceived by his attache at 
Paris. 


DOSSIER IS WORTHLESS. 


"I have finished," said M. De- 


mange, "my examination of the se- 
cret dossier. All France knows the 
worthlessness of its contents. Yet it 
is owing to it that the country has 
been distracted for months and it has 
been thought that there were docu- 
ments and proofs in it which might 
bring France to blows with a neigh- 
boring power. 
You are now ac- 


quainted with it. The secret dossier 
has been exploded. 


"You will pardon me the loss of 


time I have imposed upon you. I 
will now take up the circumstantial 
evidence." 


A brief adjournment of the court 


was here announced. 


Counsel was warmly applauded as 


he took his seat. 


CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 
On the resumption of the session 


M. Demange discussed the circum- 
stantial evidence adduced in 1894. 
He said the perturbation of Dreyfus 
at the dictation scene had nothing to 
do with producing the idea of guilt in 
the minds of those present. Colonel 
Du Paty de Clam, M. Cochefert and 
Major Gribelin were all convinced 
beforehand of his guilt, as a result 
of evidence which they considered 
unimpeachable, so much so that they 
wished Dreyfus to blow out his 
brains, but Dreyfus declined, because 
he was innocent.

Berlin, Sept. 8.—The Reichzanzei-

serving the reserve demanded to the 
internal matters of another country, 
has made concerning the French 
Captain Dreyfus.

Prince Von Munster. after obtaining 
the orders of the emperor, repeatedly 
made in December, 1894, and in Jan- 
uary, 1895, to M. Hanotaux, M. Du- 
puy and M. Casimir-Periere, declara- 
tions to the effect that the imperial 
embassy in Fiance never maintained 
either directly or indirectly any rela- 
tions with Dreyfus.

"Secretary of State Von Buelow, in 


the reichstag, January 24, 1898, 
made the following statement: 


" 'I declare in the most positive 


manner that no relations or connec- 
tions of any kind ever existed be- 
tween the French ex-captain, Drey- 
fus, now on Devil's Island, and any 
German agents.' "

P. J. Joubeit is the most cele 


biated fighter in South Africa. He 
is the commander in chief of the Boer 
anny, and is looked on as the coun 
tiy's savior in the event of war being 
declared by the English. The gen- 
eial is 68 years old now, and scarred 
from many a wound from English 
bullet and native assagai. Yet he is 
sturdy of frame and keen of eye, and 
withal ciafty as a Noith American 
Indian. He led the Boers at Majuba 
Hill, where 280 English gave up 
theii lives, General Joubert losing 
but five men. He beat the English 
at Laings Nek, commanded the forces 
at Bronkhorst and Spruit, and final- 
ly caught Jameson like a rat in a 
trap thiough quirk mobilization of 
tioops and superior marksmanship. 


He fought in the native wars when 


Paul Kruger was commander, and 
these two became bosom friends, 
though they have grown apart some- 
what in recent years. They and one 
other Boer were selected to conduct 
the affaiis of the Transvaal when it 
was in lebellion against England in 
1881, and General Joubert has sev- 
eial times come within a few votes 
of beating Oom Paul for the presi- 
dency. He will probably be the next 
to assume that position, as he holds 
diffeient views fiom Kiuger. He be- 
lieves that if the Uitlanders weie 
given the fianchise, in a reasonable 
time they would become good citi- 
zens, -<nd that this is the way to 
solve the problem. At the same time 
he wiU not sanction any sort of a re- 
volt, and when the Jameson laiders 
r.ere landed safely in Pretoria jail he 
wns one who favored shooting them.

Joubert can collect his whole army 


in forty-eight hours, a speedier mob- 
ilization than any other nation can 
boast of. He has divided the Trans- 
vaal into seventeen divisions, each 
under a commander. They are sub- 
divided into sections, commanded by 
field cornets and assistant field cor- 
nets. When the tocsin is sounded 
the officers ride from one farm to an- 
other until the whole country is 
warned. The Boer has rifle and am- 
munition leady, and a piece of "bil- 
tong" or dried beef, on which he can 
subsist for two weeks. He jumps on 
his horse and hurries to the gather- 
ing place, leaving the women to farm 
and herd the cattle.

THE CABINET COUNCIL. 


London-, 
Sept. 
8.—The 
cabinet 


council here today attracted greater 
public interest than any meeting of 
the ministers for years pnst. 


A well-dressed crowd of people cor- 


dially greeted the most prominent 
of the cabinet ministers and impa- 
tiently thronged the precincts of the 
foreign office throughout the session, 
eagerly scrutinizing: the faces of 
those coming and going, in the hope 
of obtaining a glimmering of the 
outcome of the momentous event. 
The war spirit was evident on nil 
sides tmd the generals were enthusi- 
astically cheered as they appeared, 
the crowd evidently understanding 
that they had been summoned to be 
in readiness in the event of the min- 
isters wishing: their advice. 


GREAT CROWD GATHERED. 


A crowd of from 2,000 to ,000 por- 


aonc assembled at the Whitehall en- 
trance to Downing street, whore the 
foreign and colonial offices are situat- 
ed, at nn early hour today. 
Mr. 


Chamberlain, the secretary of state 
for the colonies, and the Enrl of Sel- 
borne, the under secretary, were the 
first arrivals among the officials, nnd 
they were followed by Field Marshal 
Lord Wotoeley, the commandcr-in- 
cliief of the army; General Sir Red- 
vers Bullock, who, it is said, will 
have the field command in the event 
of war with the Transvaal, and Gen- 
eral Sir Evelyn Wood, adjutant-gen- 
eral to the forces.

county teachers' institute held 
many years came to a close. The ses- 
sions at the Berry street M. E. 
church this week have been notable 


iRiiy ways, and when the adjourn- 


ment came today the teachers were 
practically a unit in the opinion that 
10 more helpful institute had ever 
met in Allen county. 


Credit for this is in a large meas- 


ure due to the efforts of County Su- 
perintendent F. J. Young, who has 
labored most untiringly to bring the 
gathering1 to a high state of efficiency 
as a preparatory course for the teach 
ers wlm are about to take up the 
school work of a new year. 
The in- 


structors have been selected from 
among; the leading educators of the 
country, ami those who heard them 
will carry to their work a wealth ol 
new ideas and a better comprehen- 
sion on the subject treated. 
Anoth- 


er gratifying fact is that uo previous 
institute shows so great an attend- 
ance. In the district schools of Al- 
len county 180 teachers are employed 
The enrollment shows that 179 ol 
these were present at the institute. 
Teachers of the city schools were all 
in attendance, bringing the total 
number 
of 
teachers 
up 
to 
339. 


Through all the sessions the closesl 
interest was manifested, and not even 
the excessively warm weather which 
prevailed a part of the week dam- 
pened the ardor of the teachers in 
their pursuit after new ideas. It • 
in nil respects a most helpful and suc- 
cessful gathering, and teachers and 
school officers alike are to be congrat- 
ulated, 


THE CLOSING SESSION. 


The institute opened this morning 


with the singing of "America,'* am' 
Rev. C. C. Cissel cbnflucted the devo 
tional service. Professor Adams took 
up the concluding lecture of his ser- 
ies on "Reading," and gave his hear- 
ers many practical points that will bt 
of value in the teaching of this 
branch. It is evident that Mr. Adam 
believes that mind culture is of moro 
importance in good reading thar 
mere voice culture. A clear compre- 
hension of the subject is necessary to 
the best work in this department, aa 
in all others. Later, by special re- 
quest, Professor Adams conducted a 
round table talk and repeated his 
calistlienic drill in the church parlors 
before a large class. 


Miss Drake gave a vocal solo 


which was charmingly rendered, ant 
a hearty encore told how highly hei 
number was appreciated. The musii 
of the entire session has been excep- 
tionally good. 


CULTURE OF THE TEACHER. 
Dr. Bryan's closing talk was upon 


"The Culture of the Teacher," and in 
it he pointed out the developmeiil 
needed to be effective in the profes- 
sion of the educator. The teacher, 
as well as any other pei^son, by fol- 
lowing one line of work, is apt to be- 
come narrow and dogmatic. Man is 
made by his work, and it tends to 
make for him a prison of habits. 
We need to take vacations, see othei 
scenes, note what others are doing, 
and get outside our own sphere. If 
travel is not possible, one can at least 
broaden his ideas by constantly go- 
ing more deeply into his work. It 
will broaden his comprehension and 
make him better. The arch sin of 
the soul is petty things. Seek de- 
velopment. Strike higher. Occasion- 
ally a student who has attended some 
university 
leaves 
the 
institution 


with a larger stock of the kind of 
learning he had upon entering, but 
absolutely nothing that 
is new. 


There is a condition of growth in all 
things. Business conducted on lowei 
lines is merely a trade. On a liighei 
plane it becomes an art. 
Seek to 


broaden and to rise. We cannot al- 
ways change our avocation, but we 
can at least make the very most out 
of the field we are in. 


DR. ALEY CLOSES. 


Dr. Aley's closing lecture was upon 


he subject of "The Reading Circle," 
and he dwelt most emphatically upon 
the importance of this aid to the 
jupil and the teacher. Above the 
door of one of the libraries of Egypt 
was inscribed, "The Medicine of the 
Mind." This, said Dr. Aley, is whnt 
:he reading circles may be fittingly 
;ermed. No greater boon is given to 
humanity thnn tlint of good books, 
and no system of reading promises 
so excellent results as that of the 
systematic work of the reading cir- 


cle. 
The teacher will find it invalu- 


able iu cultivating that broader 
knowledge urged by Dr. Bryan. Par- 
ticular stress was placed upon the 
young peoples* reading circle as the 
medicine for the mind of the youth. 
The boys and girls should have the 
privileges that will place the best 
literature within their grasp, aud 
the selection in this work has been 
made by those who are honest and 
capable. No known system of read- 
ing is so complete or so carefully se-

evidence of Colonel Schwartzkoppen, 
former German militnry attache at 
Paris, and Major Panizzarcli, former

That he washes for 
gold every one knows, though no 
one has definite information us to 
what Bliveiis has made. Reports are 
common that ho has discovered the 
lode and is taking out gold secretly 
in small quantities and spiriting it 
away to some city. 
A mysterious 


trip he made to Chicago set the farm- 
ers to speculating, and when Blivens 
admitted that he sold $100 worth of 
the flakes belief in his hidden wealth 
was strengthened. 
Once he was seen 


to carry a quantity of gold to a bank 


a neighboring county. He attends 


the Mount Olive church in the Salt 
Ureek neighborhood every Sunday 
morning, and when the services are 
over rapidly strides away to his fast- 
ness in the hills, where none hns 
In reel to disturb him. 


It is said Blivens lias found several 


niggcts, a thing now rare in Brown 
county, although some as high as 
;35 in value have bsen found in 
years past. 
The first kind of nug- 


gets was 011 Benn Blossom Creek, 
which for years gave its name to 
Brown county gold. Tradition has it. i 
and there is little else of history in 
Brown county, that large finds were- 
made by the natives before the war. 


Another quaint gold-seeker is "Old 


Man" Merrinmn. His farm consists 
of 1,000 acres of barren land. Most 
of his time he spends along Golt 
Creek, industriously washing out th 
black sand. 
On his trips he carries 


n bag of brown sugar, and his few 
acquaintances say he subsists on su- 
gar alone when he is searching foi 
the yellow metal. He is content to 
lie down at night at the side of a log 
and sleep until the sun calls him to 
the creek again. Four times a year 
he comes to Indianapolis with a bot- 
tle of flour gold, sells it. and returns 
to his monotonous existence on Gold 
Creek.

LETTERS OF DREYFUS. 


Among the letters of Dreyfus read 


by M. Demange was one in which, 
after asserting his innocence and de- 
claring he always served the tri-color 
with devotion and honor, the prisoner 
complained that he was treated on 
Devil's Island like an ordinary con- 
vict. It concludes with the words: 


'•I wish to live." 
"That is a soldier's soul," 
ex- 


claimed M. Demange, "and it is that 
man you call a traitor. That is the 
man who in your presence restrains 
his sobs and his emotions. 


"Ah, gentlemen, I would ratlier de- 


fend guilty men who are clever" dis- 
semblers than an innocent man who 
is too sincere." 


Other letters of the prisoner were 


read, all breathing the same desire 
to live to see his 
honor 
restored, 


though the writer was broken down 
in health and spirit. 


APPEALED TO BOISDEFFRE. 
One letter, written in 1807, appeals 


to General DC Boisdeffre to lend his 
generous aid in securing for 
the 


writer His restoration to the liberty 
of which lie had been robbed. 


Writing to his brother, the pris- 


oner said: 


"While one or more scoundrels are 


walking free, it would be a happy 
release for me to die, but it would be 
a disgrace to Lucille and my chil- 
dren." 


In this letter the writer urged his 


brother to find the culprits, while 
carefully protecting the interests of 
the country. 


"Is not that the cry of an innocent 


manP" asked M. Demange, adding: 
"Yet, though General De Boisdeffre 
received the letter, he did not for- 
ward it to Mathieu Dreyfus." 


PRODUCED NO PROOFS. 


"Five ministers of war," said M. 


Demange, 
"pronounced 
Dreyfus 


guilty, while admitting it" was im- 
possible to produce proofs. 
General 


De Boisdeffre, General Gonse 
and 


General Roget also affirmed their be- 
lief in his guilt. But, happily, they 
stated reasons, and, instead of proofs, 
only accumulated presumptions." 


After pointing out that the gener- 


als only studied the case at the very 
moment when public aberration had 
reduced the whole question to a con- 
flict between Dreyfus and tho army, 
thus making it impossible that the 
generals should not bo prejudiced, 
nnd probabilities and presumptions 
seemed to them to be proofs, M. 
Demange said: "I must acknowl- 
edge, however, tho honesty and 
honorable conduct of the generals, 
who could not have acted otherwise 
than they have done." 


TRIBUTE TO THE GENERALS. 
Counsel then paid an 
eloquent 


tribute to the "honesty of purpose" 
manifested by the generals. 


Dealing next with the confessions, 


counsel read the report of Captain 
Lebrun-Renault, of the 
republican 


guard, who had the prisoner in cus- 
tody previous to his 
degradation, 


and maintained that the exact words 
of Dreyfus, which were now known, 
only reflected idens Colonel Du Paty 
de Clam had previously expressed to 
tho prisoner, adding that although 
Du Paty de Clam maintained the con- 
trary, it was certain imagination had 
played a much greater part than rea- 
son in the acts of Du Paty de Clam. 
It was also significant that the re- 
port drawn up by Du Paty de Clam 
on the day following his interview 
with Dreyfus had disappeared. 
Du 


Paty de Clam, counsel pointed out, 
had evidently forgotten his remarks 
to Dreyfus, as he had forgotten other 
facts. 


GONSE'S ATTITUDE. 


M. Demange said he was surprised 


at the attitude of General Gonse to- 
wards the alleged confessions 
and 


marveled at the fact that Captain 
Lebrun-Reiiault, who was sent to the 
Elysee palace expressly to repeat the 
confessions, did not mention them 
It was likewise 
inexplicable that 


General Saussicur and General Mer- 
cier took no steps to verify the so- 
called confessions, which were lost 
sight of until M. Cavaignac sprung 
them upon the chamber of deputies 
as proof of the guilt of Dreyfus. The 
court of cassation had justly decided 
that they were not confessions. 


THE SECRET DOSSIER. 


Proceeding to discuss the 
secre 


dossier, M. Demange examined tb 
documents one after the other. H 
said that all interpretations of th

proof" were hypothetical, but the 
applied much more easily to Ester 
hazy than to Dreyfus.

The sixth document was a letter 


written by Count Von Munster- 
-edenburg, the German ambasador 
France from 
Germany, to Colonel 


ichwartzkoppen, the military attache 
'f Germany at Paris, containing the 
words "As regards Dreyfus, we are 
asy." M. Demange pointed out that 
he Dreyfus case was the universal 
opic of Germany at the time, and, 
t first, the German officials might 
ave been uneasy, but had evidently 
eassured themselves. 
Counsel was 


ndigiiant that because Count Von 
ffiunster-Ledenburg had not express- 
y declared Dreyfus was innocent, the 
rosecution had deducted from his 
words-an avowal of the guilt of Drey- 
is. : 


LETTER BY PANIZZARDI. 


In regard to the letters of Novem- 
er 2 and November 11, sent by Ma- 
or Panlzzardi to his chief, it had 
een alleged that they proved Drey- 
us had 
relations with 
Colonel 


chwartzkoppen, whereas, in reality, 


Major Paniz7.ardi merely denied that 


ireyfus had any relations with Italy. 
t was impossible to doubt the nu- 
lienticity of of these facts. It was 
icredible that Colonel Schwartz- 
oppen and Major Pani7,zardi de- 
eived their governments. The oinis- 
ion of Esterhazy's name from these 
etters was intentional. 
Concluding his examinations of the 
ecret dossier, M. Demange remarked 


at he felt compelled to refer to 
lese documents emanating 
from 


oretgners, as General Mercier relied 
pon them to support the guilt of 
reyfus. The statements of the mil- 
ary attaches that they had no rela- 
,ons with Dreyfus had been con- 
rmed by the statement of the min- 
;ter in the reichstag, who could not 
ave been deceived by his attache at 
aris. 


DOSSIER IS WORTHLESS. 


"I have finished," said M. De- 
ange, "my examination of the se- 
•et dossier. All France knows the 
orthlessness of its contents. Yet it 
owing to it that the country has 
ten distracted for months and it has 
een thought that there were docu- 
ments and proofs in it which might 
ring France to blows with a neigh- 
oring power. 
You are now nc- 


uainted with it. The secret dossier 
as been exploded. 
"You will pardon me the loss of 
me I have imposed upon you. I 
ill now take up the circumstantial 
ridence." 
A brief adjournment of thp court 
as here announced. 
Counsel was warmly applauded as 
e took his seat. 
CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 
On the resumption of the session

He said the perturbation of Dreyfus 
t the dictation scene had nothing to 
o with producing the Idea of guilt In 
ie minds of those present. Colonel 
u Paty de Clam, M. Cochefert nnd 


Major Gribellii were all convinced 


eforehond of his guilt, as a result 
f evidence which they considered 
nimpeachable, so much so that they 
wished Dreyfus to blow out his 
rains, but Dreyfus declined, because 
e was innocent. M. Demange suc- 
essively showed the hollowness of 
he stories of Mathieu Dreyfus' at- 
empt to corrupt Colonel Snndherr, 
he late Lieutenant Colonel Henry's 
'leatricol denunciation of Dreyfus 
traitor at the court martial of 1894, 
nd the reports of the detectives. He 
ointed out how the prosecution had 
dvanccd as proof the alleged state- 
tents of individuals who were not in 
ny war office, but whom they care- 
ully abstain from producing for ex- 
mination, especially dwelling upon 
Henry's statement in 1894, which 
las since been admitted to be false, 
hat a certain war office employe in- 
ormed him th?.t Dreyfus was the 
ulprit. 
M. Demange then showed 


he emptiness of the gambling and 
ibertine charges against the pris- 
ner and said the simplest actions of 
Jreyfus were misconstrued, even his 
estimate desire to obtain knowl- 
edge being- imputed as crime. 


Could a spy have maintained the 


liaug-hty demeanor Dreyfus always 
showed toward his comrades? 


FALSITY OF EVIDENCE. 


After demonstrating the falsity o: 


the evidence of M. de Beaurepaire's 
witnesses,. Mueller, Dubreuil, Villon 
and Cefnuschi, counsel said the only 
proof left was the bordereau. Wh 
could have sent itP Who wrote it 
Complete light could only be shcv 
on it by the production of th3 note 
enumerated in the bordereau. 


This had'been said by General Zur 


linden himself. 
But, counsel aske 


the court to remember with referenc 
to those notes that all General De 
loye could say was that it wns no 
impossible that Dreyfus might hav 
possessed them. 
This' was all h 


could pay when it was a quetion o 
high treason. M. Demange added:

TRANSVAAL'S FIGHTING MAN. 


GENERAL JOUBERT IS A VERY 


SKILLFUL SOLDIER. 


Is the Greatest Warrior in South 


Africa and Has Love of Gun- 


powder—An Anecdote. 


Gen. 
P. J. Joubert is the most cele- 


brated fighter in South Africa. He 
is the commander in chief of the Boei 
army, and is looked on as the coun- 
try's savior in the event of war being 
declared by the English. The gen- 
eral is 68 years old now, and scarred 
from many n wound from Englisl 
bullet nnd native assagai. Yet he is 
sturdy of frame and keen of eye, and 
withal crafty as a North American 
Indian. He led the Boers at Majuba 
Hill, where 280 English gave up 
their lives, General Joubert losing 
but five men. He beat the English 
at Laings Nek, commanded the forces 
at Bronkhorst and Spruit, and final- 
ly caught Jameson like a rat in a 
trap through quick mobilization of 
troops and superior marksmanship- 


He fought in the native wars when 


Paul Xruger was commander, antl 
these two became bosom friends, 
though they have grown apart some- 
what in recent years. They and one 
other Boer were selected to conduct 
the affairs of the Transvaal when it 
was in rebellion against England in 
1881. and General Joubert has sev- 
eral times come within a few votes 
of beating Oom Paul for the presi- 
dency. He will probably be the next 
to assume that position, ns he holds 
different views from Kruger. He be- 
lieves that if the Uitlnnders were 
given the franchise, in a reasonable 
time they would become good citi- 
zens, tind that this is the way to 
solve the problem. At the same time 
he will not sanction any sort of a re- 
volt, and when the Jameson raiders 
were landed safely in Pretoria jail he 
was one who favored shooting them.

TALKED OP PHILIPPINES. 


Washington, Sept. 8.—The cabinet 


meeting today was devoted almost 
entirely to a discussion of the local 
governments which will be establish- 
ed in the Philippines on the cessation 
of hostilities.

Nothing is more refreshing than 


crisp, delicious salad. Lettuce is al- 
ways acceptable, but it is now a trifle 
scarce, nnd other salads can be sub- 
stituted for it. Fruit salads are in 
order, and they can be varied daily. 
The fruit should be pealed—pears, 
peaches, bananas or apples—and kept 
very cold until time to serve. It can 
be served with cither a French 01 
mayonnaise dressing, and garnished 
with lettuce leaves, watercress or 
'ruit leaves. New apples are in mar- 
ket, and they constitute a savory 
salad. They can be served plain or 
mixed, with onions, English walnuts 
or celery. For the onion and apple 
.How one onion to three acid apples. 
Slice both apples and onions, and sea- 
son with French dressing. For Eng- 
lish walnuts and apples, have two 
cupfuls each of nuts and sliced ap- 
ples. Use mayonnaise dressing. One 
and a half cupfuls each of sliced ap- 
ples, celery and boiled chestnuts 
make art unusual and delicious salnd, 
served with a cooked dressing made 
of one-fourth of a cupful of butter, 
one-half teospoonful of custard, one 
saltspoonful of paprika, yolks of two 
eggs, one-fourth of a cupful of vine- 
garj one-half pint of cream. Cream 
the butter,,.;add the seasoning, the 
beaten yolks of the eggs and the 
vinegar, which must be hot, then 
cook over boiling water until thick, 
stirring often. Whip the cream and 
add it to the cold dressing just be- 
fdre serving. 


An appetizing salad is made of 


well washed hearts of celery cut into 
thin shreds about three inches long. 
Let them remain in iced water for 
two or three hours before using, then 
drain and season them, with salad oil, 
tarragfin and chillis vinegar, a little 
salt and red pepper, chopped parsley 
and eschalot. Garnish with tomatoes 
and lettuce. 


Both okra and sweet peppers are 


now in their prime. Cut the ends 
and stalks from some tender, string- 
less okras, cook in boiling salted 
water and drain thoroughly. Place 
some sweet peppers into hot fat, peel 
off the skins and cut in dice. Add 
to the Oi "as and cover with mayon- 
naise dressing. 


A popular salid'umong the English 


is made of a large celery root, peeled 
and sliced, covered well with season- 
ing and allowed to stand an hour. 
Peel four raw truffles, cook them for 
three minutes in a stewpan with half 
a tumbler of Maderia; when cold slice 
them; press through a strainer foui 
or five hard boiled yolks, stir them in 
a bowl slightly nibbed with garlic, a 
little mustard, added to a French 
dressing. Drain off the liquor from 
the celery and mix all the ingredi 
eiits. 


Corn Salad—Remove the corn from 


the cob and simmer gently for an 
hour, and drain thoroughly. 
Cover 


with a dressing made of the yolks of 
three eggs mixed with one pint of 
salid oil and salt and pepper, one tea- 
spoonful of English mustard, one 
tablespoonful of tarragon vinegar, to 
which add a nnely chopped onion and 
a gill of whipped cream.

tender beans of.uniform size. Wash 
and place In cold water and' string.
